What were the health problems in 
this country 200^years ago? 

the begin .with, on the eve of the American 
Revolution; there were 2^ million people in the 
Colonies. The average life expectancy for men. 
was 34.5 yearsrand for women 36.5;years, 

Half of those who died were under 10 years old, 
and infectious diseases were one of the chief 
causes of' death. SmaHpox, yellow fever, 
tuberculosis, cholera, dysentery, typhoid, diph- 
theria; measles and mumps, were common, and 
there was as much malaria in New England as on 
the Southern plantations. > 

: In 1721, nearly half the population of Boston 
caught smallpox, and more than seven percent 
died. And in Philadelphia, in 1793, 10 percent of the 
population died froni yellow fever. 

Scurvy, and scabies were common among the 
poor. Body lice were everywhere, and so was the 
disease they carried ... typhusfever ."Many women 
died in childbirth, due to poor obstetrics, although 
the death rate among women seryed by midwives 
was lower than that of : women served by 
physicians.. 

Only 20d doctors held degrees from medical 
schools: " - 

there was little they could doJor patients, and 
their cures were often worse than the diseases. 
Purging and blood-letting were, common treat- 
ment. Surgery was performed Without anesthesia, 
thus the best surgeons were the ones who could 
cut, hack and saw the fastest. They were aided by 
strong assistants, to hold the patient down. ::

If you are planning to fly with 
your pet - please follow thes* rules for the safety of 
your dog and your own peace of mind. 

This winter a new. set of laws will take effect to 
set better safety standards for all pets traveling by 
airplane but in the meantime. follow these rules 
which can help keep your animal comfortable. 

1. If your pet is small, it's besl to carry it with 
you in the cabin in a container compact enough to 
fir under the seal. Otherwise, the animal will be 
carried in the luggage compartment of the plane 
as "excess baggage." 

2. Make arrangements for this type of travel 
well in advance of your trip, if possible. An early 
morning or late evening flight, when less heat will 
build up in the luggage area of the plane, is your . 
best choice. . 

3. Obtain a sturdy, well-ventilated crate (which 
most airlines sell or rent). Don't use flimsy 
cardboard travel containers that some pet shops 
sell. If possible; get the crate early, and give your 
pet a day : or two to get used to it. 

4. On the day of the trip, put in a favorite toy or 
other implement. . 

5. Veterinarians suggest that pets not be fed \ 
closer than six hours to flight lime, except a little 
water. * v* 

6. Finally, remember to print your name, . ^ 
i address, phone number and destination on the 

container.
